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Playground gates 
leave kids Injured

MUMS are calling for urgent 
action to tackle dangerous 
playground gates after three 
children were injured in less 
than 24 hours. 

Ben Harding, 8, was left with 
blood pouring from his face after 
the gate at the playground in 
Chapelwent Road, Haverhill, 
swung back and hit him in the face 
on Monday night. 

His anxious mum Tracey feared his nose 
had been broken, but after taking him to 
the town’s Crown Health Centre she was 
relieved that his face and lips were just 
badly swollen and his front tooth chipped. 

Ben said: “I was just crying because it 
really hurt. I just saw blood pouring and I 
have still got bloodstains under my 
fingernails.” 

Ben and his friends were at the 
Recreation Ground playground the next 
day when the gate swung back and struck 
Paddy Fahy, 4, leaving him with a lump the 
size of an egg on his forehead. On the same 
day Oscar Harvey, 3, suffered a cut lip when 
the same gate swung back and hit him.

Haverhill, called for St 
Edmundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil to review the safety of the 
gates immediately before any 
more children were injured. 

She said: “He was walking 
through the gate when it 
swung straight back and hit 
him in the mouth. It was 
horrendous; there was blood 
everywhere and I did think 
about calling an ambulance. 

“We just feel it should be 
safer for the children. We 
could not believe it when the 
same thing happened to the 
other children. We thought it 
would be nice to bring them 
out, but it turned into a 
catastrophe.” 

Julie Harvey, of Castle Lane, 
Haverhill, said she felt some 
kind of cushioned tubing 
might be needed to slow down 
the gate as it closed. She said: 
“I can see why it is fast, to stop 


children running off and dogs 
getting into the playground. 
But if it is going to hurt kids, 
there is no point going to the 
playground. 

“When it happened for the 
third time, we were beginning 
to think we were cursed.” 

A spokesman for St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council thanked the Weekly 
News for making the council 
aware of the problem and said 
if would be checked out 
immediately. 

She said: “We inspect the 
play areas every week, in this 
case last Wednesday. There is 
nothing in those reports to say 
there is a problem and we 
have not done any work to 
either gate. 

“If our playground inspector 
finds a problem, he will either 
try to fix it, and if he cannot do 
that straight away, he will take 
the gate down.” 


Protection is praised 


CHILDREN in Suffolk are being 
successfully protected from 
abuse and neglect, according to 
a recent inspection report. 

The Government body that 
inspects and rates the care and 
education services for children 
and young people praised 
Suffolk County Council’s 
Children and Young People’s 
service, following an 
unannounced Ofsted (Office 
for Standards in Education, 
Children’s Services and Skills) 
inspection carried out during 
July. 

The inspection sampled the 
way in which Suffolk 
safeguards children and young 
people and particularly looked 
at the county council’s impact 


on minimising any child abuse 
and neglect. 

The report highlighted a 
number of strengths, such as 
the way in which staff use 
assessments to ensure a child’s 
protection, which were 
regarded as being of a 
consistently high standard. 

In addition to the strengths 
raised, the areas that were 
identified for development 
from last year’s inspection had 
been successfully addressed. 

Cllr Graham Newman, 
Suffolk County Council’s 
portfolio holder for children, 
schools and young people’s 
services, said: “I am extremely 
pleased with the positive 
feedback received from Ofsted.”

Prized bike one of

BMX fan and mother-

The unusual Mongoose 
mountain bike was stolen 
from her back garden at 
Tower Court, Haverhill, while 
she was away on holiday. It 
was one of 10 taken in the 
town over a three-week spate 
of bicycle thefts in the town. 

The bicycle is a distinctive 
midnight blue colour, with 
red handlebars, a picture of a 
naked lady on the frame and 
a brown saddle, with the word 
Mongoose written on it in 
cream letters. The bike is a 
limited-edition model worth 
about £500, which will be 
missed not only by Mrs 
Dunkley, 40, but also by her 
children, as well as their 


friends who often borrow it. 

Mrs Dunkley said: “I am 
really upset about it. When I 
got back and it was not there I 
thought my friend had 
borrowed it, but when I saw 
her she had not used it. I love 
my bikes and everyone knows 
it because it is so distinctive 


and you cannot get them any 
more. 

“I am gutted, I don’t think I 
will get it back and I will have 
to get another one, but it will 
be a lot cheaper. I have often 
loaned it to one of my 
children or one of their 
friends who had not got a 


bike. I use my bike all the 
time and everyone around 
here knows it. I would really 
love to get it back.” 

Acting Sgt Will Wright of 
Haverhill Police urged people 
to lock up their bikes and if 
possible to keep them in a 
shed or garage out of sight. 

He said: “It is a very 
distinctive bike and I believe 
someone must know 
something about it. This lady 
did loan it out to youngsters 
and it is a real shame that it 
has gone.” 

He said at least 10 bicycles 
had been stolen over the past 
three weeks in the town, most 
of them expensive BMX or 
mountain bikes. 

Sgt Wright added: “We know 
that there have been other 
bikes taken but not reported. 
We would urge everyone to 
report these thefts so that we 
can get the big picture of what 
is happening.”

Tesco can build 
collection point

PLANS to put up a customer 
shopping collection point in a 
supermarket car park have been 
approved - despite objections. 

Tesco will create the ‘pod’ at its store in 
Cangle Road, Haverhill, using 11 parking 
spaces at the eastern end of the car park, 
after receiving approval from St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council’s 
development control committee. 

Cllr Gordon Cox, the ward councillor 
for St Edmundsbury Borough Council, 
opposed the plan as he considered it 
discriminatory to disabled people or 
pedestrians. A letter of objection was also 
received from a local resident concerned 
that the proposal would result in more 
anti-social behaviour, while Haverhill 
Town Council also raised a number of 
concerns. 

Cllr Cox wrote: “It does not seem to 
accommodate or make any allowance for 
pedestrians or disabled individuals in 
wheelchairs and the like, who would 



wish to participate in this new venture.” 

But the Tesco agent’s supporting 
statement said that the building would 
have disabled access and be available for 
pedestrian use. 

Town councillors felt that the 
collection point could have an adverse 
effect on the town centre encouraging 
people to ‘pick up’ by car and not bother 
going into town to do other shopping. 
They were also concerned about the 
safety of pedestrians while vehicles were 
transferring goods in the car park and 
security problems with young people 
using the building as a shelter, which 
could exacerbate problems the store had 
already had with young people, 
especially at night. 


“The massing of a building in the car 
park would be an eyesore and not 
sympathetic to the surroundings area. 
Councillors were also concerned about 
the impact on the surrounding houses 
and environment,” a letter from the town 
council said. 

A resident from Vange Place said: “The 
existing car park was used as a 
congregation place and it is intimidating 
to cross the car park, especially in the 
dark. The erection of a building with a 
canopy will provide a covered meeting 
area for such people when it is not 
operating.” 

In recommending approval, the St 
Edmundsbury planning officer said 
issues of anti-social behaviour were 
noted, but were not a material planning 
consideration. Tesco employs security 
staff who would patrol the car park at 
night. The plan should reduce the 
number of customers visiting the main 
store and not result in increased vehicle 
movements. 

The Click and Collect service involves 
customers ordering their goods online 
and paying with a credit card, which 
must be produced at the collection point.

The eyes have it as baby 
Tia steps out into the world 



RARE baby mongoose 
lemur Tia is venturing out to 
meet the public at the zoo 
where she was born. 

Her birth created a ripple 
of excitement throughout 
the zoo world as there are 
very few of the creatures in 
captivity and they are 
officially ranked as 
vulnerable by the IUCN Red 
List, with numbers rapidly 
decreasing in the wild. 

A special European 
breeding programme aimed 
at saving them from total 
extinction is managed at 
Linton Zoo, where Tia was 
born in May. 

Kim Simmons, zoo 
director, said: “Linton Zoo 
is very proud to 
successfully breed this 
wonderful lemur again. This 
baby is the first born in the 
captive population for more 
than four years. Both mum 
Maggie, aged 16, and 21- 
year-old dad Henry are 
clearly pleased with the 
new arrival. 

“Megan, their five-year- 
old daughter is as excited 
as any sibling would be. 

She too is helping out with 
the daily care of her new 
sister and as well as having 
a boisterous new play mate, 
she is gaining lots of 
essential parental skills 


ready for when she too 
becomes a mum.” 

All lemur species are 
from Madagascar, an island 
off the East coast of Africa, 
where numbers are in 
decline. Lemurs shot to 
fame in the animated film 
Madagascar, because of 
which they are often 
referred to as ‘the dancing 
monkeys’. 

However, Lemurs are 
prosimians, a group of 
mammals which are 
defined as being primates 
but not monkeys or apes. 

Doting keepers called 
the new baby Tia, meaning 


‘to love’ in Malagasy. The 
12-week-old can now be 
seen clambering around 
her enclosure getting up to 
all sorts of mischief. 

Unton Zoo is well known 
for its lemurs, with five 
different species kept, and 
visitors can take part in a 
VIP tour of the Rare Lemur 
Breeding Centre. These can 
be booked on most days 
throughout the summer 
holidays or during a special 
charity fundraising evening 
tomorrow.

Cat lovers go

CAT lovers have come up 
trumps again by providing 
homes for dozens of 
abandoned pets. 

Earlier this month, the local 
RSPCA branch had warned that 
its centre was close to breaking 
point, with a huge influx of 
unwanted kittens descending on 
its door. 

A large number of animals had 
been dumped either with their 
mother or born while in the 
charity’s care in Haverhill and 
surrounding towns and villages 
over recent weeks. 

Typically the RSPCA West 
Suffolk branch deals with only a 
handful of cats each month, but 
earlier this month had a 
staggering 40 - many just a few 
days old - being looked after by 
officers. 

Following an appeal in the 
Weekly News, many of the cats 
were found new homes and the 
RSPCA was delighted with the

response. 

A spokesman said: “Thank you 
so much for putting our news 
item in your paper. It was 


fantastic and we managed to find 
homes for all the Haverhill cats 
we had in, which for us is 
fantastic.” 

The charity had reached crisis 
point across the region, unable 
to take in more cats until homes 
were found for those already 
rescued. 

A spokesman for the RSPCA 
said: “Normally we get a rise in 
the autumn, but to have it so 
soon and so large is shocking. 

“In one day alone we had a 
mother cat and kitten dumped in 
all the major towns we cover. 

“I think this is happening 
because people can’t sell cats 
anymore and they are chucking 
them rather than getting them 
neutered - but we can do this for 
free. 

“I have been doing this for 11 
years and this is the worst 
situation I have seen.”

He needs a low-protein diet or 
he might suffer kidney problems. 

The 25-year-old pet has not been 
seen since July 28 and the family are 
now offering a £50 reward for his safe 
return. 

Lucy Cameron, 42, her husband 
Malcolm and their three children Eve, 


13, Charlie 11 and Mae, 6, have 
owned Bugsy for five years and say he 
is a much-loved member of the 
family. 

Lucy said: “He has escaped before 
but has never got very far. We think 
someone may have picked him up to 
try and care for him, but he is very 
susceptible to dietary changes, so if 
he is fed the wrong food he could 
become very ill. 

“He also cannot be fed after 
October as this is when he needs to 
stop eating to go into hibernation and 
to drink he needs to be placed in a 


bowl of water.” 

The tortoise has been micro- 
chipped and so if he is taken to any 
vet they will be able to scan him and 
track down the family. 

Lucy added: “We all miss him 
dearly; all the children have spent 
every day of their summer holidays 
searching for him but our biggest 
concern is his welfare.” 

Bugsy is about 18cm in diameter 
and mainly a brown/tan colour.

Rape accused 
goes before judge 

CHARGES of raping a schoolboy 
and indecent assaults were 
faced by a man who appeared at 
Ipswich Crown Court on 
Tuesday. 

Benjamin Waldron, 37, of 
Strawberry Fields, Haverhill, is 
charged with two offences of 
raping of a boy aged under 13 at 
Haverhill between May 2004 and 
December 2009. 

He also faces three charges of 
sexual assault by touching 
involving a boy aged under 13 in 
Haverhill and elsewhere between 
May 2004 and December 2007. 
During a brief preliminary 
hearing, Judge David Goodin told 
Waldron that he would be 
brought back to court on 
October 21, when he would be 
asked to plead not guilty or guilty 
to the charges against him. 
Waldron, whose solicitor Lyndon 
Davies had indicated at a 
previous hearing in the 
magistrates’ court that he would 
be denying all the charges, had 
his conditional bail extended until 
his next court appearance.

SUPER-fast broad¬ 
band coverage in 
Suffolk has recei¬ 
ved a major boost 
with £11 million in 
Government fund¬ 
ing. 

Suffolk’s £41 million 
plans to build a super¬ 
fast broadband net¬ 
work across the county 
received backing from 
the Government, 
with the investment 
pledged by the 
Department for 
Culture, Media and 
Sport. It means Suffolk 
can move forward with 
its ambitious goal to 
create a broadband 
network fit for the 21st 
century. 

It follows a decision 
by Suffolk County 
Council to invest up to 
£10 million in the 
project - a move which 
almost certainly 
proved crucial in 
securing the backing 
from the Government. 


Cllr Mark Bee, 
Suffolk County 
Council’s leader, said: 
“I’m ecstatic. From the 
day I was elected 
leader I’ve wanted this 
and have worked hard 
with all our partners to 
make it happen. 

“Today is an 
important milestone in 
our ambition to create 
for Suffolk a broad¬ 
band network fit for 
the 21st century. We 


can now crack on with 
the project and turn 
our ambition into a 
reality.” 

Delivering the £41.7 
million project will

“I was speechless when 
Hannah told me what they were 
going - you just cannot put into 
words what it means that 
someone would do that for you.” 

Hannah said: “I’m a mum 
myself and it is every parent’s 
worst nightmare to lose a child, 
and then to not be able to afford 
to lay her to rest properly is 
horrific.”

HE great Sir Ian

Wyatt orchestrates some 
breathtaking set pieces, 
including a climactic scene of 
apes on the rampage that 
unfolds at dizzying speed, 
seamlessly melding digital 
and live action elements. 
However, beneath the 
pyrotechnics there beats a 
human heart, not least in the 
character of Caesar the ape, 
brought majestically to life 
using the same motion 
capture technology as 
Gollum in Lord Of The Rings. 
Scientist Will Rodman (James 
Franco) is determined to find 


a cure for Alzheimer's, the 
disease which has slowly 
consumed his father Charles 
(John Lithgow). 

Will feels certain he is close 
to a breakthrough and tests 
his latest serum on 
chimpanzees, noticing 
dramatic increases in 
intelligence in the primates. 
However, Will's profit-driven 
boss, Steven Jacobs (David 
Oyelowo), demands the 
project be shut down and the 
test animals slaughtered. 

Will smuggles a baby chimp 
called Caesar out of the lab 
and raises it with his father. 

As the years pass and Caesar 
blossoms, Will falls in love 
with veterinarian Caroline 


Aranha (Freida Pinto), who is 
stunned by Will's ability to 
communicate with the 
chimpanzee. 

Caroline warns Will that he 
cannot keep Caesar as a pet 
forever. 

Rise Of The Planet Of The 
Apes marries present and 
past, gifting the most iconic 
line ("get your filthy paws off 
me you damn dirty ape!") to 
Tom Felton, playing a sadistic 
keeper at an ape sanctuary. 

Scenes between Franco and 
Lithgow are beautifully 
judged and the interaction 
between the two men and 
the digitally-rendered Caesar 
is surprisingly moving.

The daughters of the soil

W HILE many of us will 
be sunning ourselves 
abroad this summer, TV 
gardener Chris Beardshaw will 
be out in the garden with his 
three daughters, sowing, digging 
and insect-hunting. 

The award-winning garden designer 
and broadcaster, a regular on BBC Two’s 
Gardeners ’ World and Radio 4’s 
Gardeners ’ Question Time, says the long 
school summer holidays are an ideal time 
to introduce children to the wonders of 
the garden and make them more 
ecologically aware. 

Beardshaw, who runs his own design 
business, gives talks and lectures across 
the UK, works with schools to facilitate 
outdoor landscapes and runs his own 
mentoring scholarship, will be spending 
time at his home in Gloucester to 
encourage his children to get their hands 
dirty. 

“Some things are straightforward like 
sowing seeds of short-term crops such as 
lettuces and rocket which will be

cropping before the end of the summer 
holidays, but it’s also good to sow things 
that are more long-term. We’ve planted 
apple trees and are anticipating our first 
crop of apples.” 

Explaining the way in which different 
flowers attract different insects is an ideal 
way to engage children, he observes. 

“One of the things which stimulate 
children is the way in which the floral 
elements of the garden attract organisms 
such as bees, butterflies and other insects. 
Of course, it’s great to explain the way in 


which different insects are attracted to 
different flowers. 

“Try to get the children to understand 
that the shape of the flower is largely 
going to dictate the type of insect that’s 
going to be visiting. Tubular flowers tend 
to attract insects with long tongues, such 
as long-tongued bees, butterflies and 
moths. 

“The flatter flowers from the daisy 
family, such as echinacea, are much better 
for shorter-tongued insects such as the 
honey bee.” 


For a bit of fun, you can buy online a 
listening device for bats, which are likely 
to be in the neighbourhood harvesting 
midges and moths on the wing at night. 

“To bring the garden to life at night is 
extraordinary. We had a lovely moon last 
night and ventured out before the kids 
went to bed and just stood and listened to 
what was going on.” 

Many veg, whether root or leaf crops, 
can be used as a salad crop, he notes. 

“We sowed all of last year’s seed which 
hadn't been previously sown, all mixed 
together, in one redundant area of the 
garden and harvested the leaves - 
nasturtiums, carrots and bulls blood beet 
leaf can all be cut and used as a quick 
salad crop within four to six weeks. And 
there’s nothing wrong with letting those 
crops grow on to harvest young 
vegetables. 

“Sowing has traditionally been thought 
of as a spring activity, but there’s no 
reason why you can't sow all year round, 
using the tops of lemonade bottles or 
cloches to protect young seedlings.” 

Beardshaw, who is involved with a 
variety of schools’ initiatives, says the 
number of children becoming involved in 
gardening is on the rise because of an 
increased awareness through schools and 
everyday reading matter which points to 
the importance of five-a-day and food 
sources. 

Garden shows often have points of 
interest for children, such as the Chester 
Zoo garden at the recent RHS Tatton Park 
show in Cheshire, which was based on a 
dinosaur theme complete with a model 
dinosaur, along with four football-themed 


gardens. 

“Many more schools are getting 
involved in using their external 
environment as a green classroom. For a 
relatively modest investment, you get a 
huge return in school gardens. 

“When I was a child, I was told that it 
was only remedial students who studied 
horticulture and gardening. How things 
have changed.” 

Among the most popular gardening 
jobs among kids is composting, he 
reflects, and it’s never too late to start 
your own compost heap. 

“Children are fascinated by 
composting, probably because it involves 
a little bit of decomposition, muck, 
smelly stuff, insects and worms. It’s 
something they can literally get their 
fingers in to and allows them to start to 
appreciate the importance of looking after 
soil.” 

Others may simply enjoy collecting 
leaves and flowers to make into collages, 
or building logpiles to attract a variety of 
insects. 

“Fet the grass grow a little longer to 
allow some of the clovers, daisies, 
dandelions and ajugas to come through 
because looking at even the smallest 
section of grass which you’ve allowed to 
grow long, you see all sorts of insects and 
invertebrates crawling around there.” 

Don’t feel that you have to spend all 
day and every day lecturing the children 
about nature - or it will seem like an 
extremely long summer break. 

“The most important thing is to get 
children outside to find their own 
entertainment,” he says.

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4x4 demand at all-time high 


THE demand for new 
4x4 vehicles has 
reached an all-time 
high, according to new 
research by 

Motoring.co.uk. 

Over the last 12 months, 
there has been a 35 per cent 
increase in motorists search¬ 
ing for new 4x4s, while new 
superminis have seen a 30 per 
cent drop in searches and 
new hatchbacks have fallen 


by 12 per cent. This is despite 
the highest fuel prices on 
record, escalating insurance 
premiums and rising 
motoring costs. 

This rise in demand for 4x4 
vehicles is partly due to the 
fact that car manufacturers 
have addressed the concerns 
among car buyers over fuel 
efficiency and the environ¬ 
ment. A good example of this 
is the new Range Rover 
Evoque which has already 


stacked up more than 20,000 
pre-orders before it becomes 
available later this year.

SEAT has revised its range of 
performance Leon cars by 
replacing the Cupra model 
with a new FR+. 

One in four Leons sold last 
year was in FR trim, so this 
move aims to capitalise on 
that popularity. 

The range-topping Cupra R 
model is here to stay, though, 
with extra kit and a £10 price 
reduction for 61-plate models. 

The new performance Leon 
range starts with the FR, 
which will be available with 
either a 123bhp turbocharged 
1.4 petrol engine or a 138bhp 
diesel, the latter of which can 
be ordered with a twin-clutch 
paddle-operated DSG gearbox. 
These models are designed to 
appeal to buyers who might 
be limited by insurance or 
cost limitations. 

A step up is the new, more 
aggressive FR+ model, which 
houses either a 208bhp petrol 
powerplant or a 167bhp diesel 
one. Over and above FR spec 
it adds special 18-inch alloy 
wheels, Seat’s latest satnav 
system, bi-xenon headlights 
and front parking sensors. The 
FR already has a set across 
the rear. 

The combined value of these 
extras comes to £2,465 at the 
manufacturer’s recommended 
retail prices, but the premium 
for all this on the FR+ is only 
£1,070. 

The FR range starts at 
£18,205 on the road, while 
the most expensive FR+ 
model before adding any 
further options is £22,615. 


While the popularity of the 
FR trim level relative to the 
base Cupra has seen the 
Cupra dropped from the line¬ 
up altogether, more than 
£1,600 of extras have been 
added to the Cupra R. On top 
of that, the price has fallen by 
£ 10 . 

The 262bhp petrol-powered 
Cupra R will get the same 
satnav as the FR+, LED rear 
light clusters, Bluetooth 
connectivity and bi-xenon 
headlights as standard, for 
£25,995. 

Meanwhile, staff at Marshall 
Seat have been celebrating 
after helping the dynamic 
Spanish car maker clock up 
record sales in July. 

Marshall Seat smashed its 
sales targets to help the 
Barcelona-based brand record 
its highest ever market share 
for a single month at 2.07 per 
cent.

Defeat ‘a big 
blow’: Youngs 


THE difference between success 
and failure at the highest level at 
which they have played was 
magnified for Haverhill on 
Saturday 

And it leaves them with a 
mountain to climb as they try to 
preserve their Marshall Hatchick 
Two Counties League, Division 
One status. 

They suffered a 55-run home 
defeat by Maldon in the relegation 
battle at the Manor, which 
although leaving the winners 
second from bottom with two 
sides definitely going down, has 
Haverhill marooned third off the 
basement and under threat if a 
team from the Gibbs Denley East 
Anglian Premier League falls into 
the Two Counties. 

Once again it was an indifferent 
batting display which led to their 
downfall. Chasing an obtainable 
187 for 5, the home side looked to 
be on course when Sam Powell 
and Bill Moran guided them to 45 
for 0 off 11 overs. However, within 
three overs that became 47 for 3 
and they slipped to 132 all out with 
the bulk of their runs coming from 
Powell (30), Luke Youngs (24), 
Dave Brown (23), and the 
debut-making Liam Savage (20).

Rovers get off the mark but Betts is still looking for right blend as Cup campaign starts

Betts plenty to think about as he 
ponders his first-choice line-up. 

“We’ve got plenty of competition for 
places,” he said. “I’m not sure what my 
best team is yet, but we need to get it 
right in the next couple of games to 
find some consistency.

The highlight of the defeat at 
Gorleston was a debut goal from Dan 
Cornwell, who arrived from Stansted 
on the eve of the season.

“There were too many people that 
didn’t perform.”
